CLAIMS 

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]A facsimile server comprising: 
A means to receive an E-mail. 

A means to extract transmission instructions from a received E-mail to a facsimile. 
A means to perform facsimile transmission to said address, and to specify said section code 
and to perform transmission record when an address and a registered section code are 
contained in said transmission instructions. 

[Claim 2]A facsimile server having a means to reply an E-mail of a purport that refuse 
transmission and transmission is refused when a registered section code is not contained in 
said transmission instructions of a received E-mail in the facsimile server according to claim 1. 
[Claim 3]The facsimile server comprising according to claim 1: 

A means to be a case where a registered section code is not contained in said transmission 
instructions, to perform facsimile transmission, and to specify a section code by a default and 
to perform transmission record when numerals which show said E-mail dispatch-origin 
correspond to registered numerals. 

A means to reply an E-mail of a purport that refuse transmission and transmission is refused 
when numerals which show said dispatch origin do not correspond to registered numerals.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the lnvention]This invention relates to the facsimile server especially provided with the 
section code management function about the facsimile server which can connect with 
networks, such as LAN. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]There is a facsimile server provided with the section code 
management function in which a using history is manageable for every inside gate of a shrine, 
for example, about facsimile transmission. According to this section code management 
function, the using history for every section, for example, telex rate gold, communication 
number of sheets, etc. are recorded, and a department administration list as shown in drawing 
5^can be automatically printed out and obtained with hand control monthly at the time of 
necessity. The administrator can manage the operating condition for each section well from 
this department administration list. 

[0003]When a user uses this section code management function, the section code assigned to 
each section is beforehand registered in said facsimile server, After inputting the FAX 
(facsimile) number of a transmission destination from a final controlling element, it can set up 
so that it cannot transmit, if a registered section code is not inputted. By setting up in this way, 
a duty of the input of a section code can be imposed, and section code management can be 
performed to all the users. 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the lnvention]However, in the facsimile server connected to 
computer communication networks, such as LAN, In spite of having performed frequently 
carrying out facsimile transmission of this in response to an E-mail from client PC, a client 
terminal, etc., there was no facsimile server which can manage such facsimile transmission for 
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every section. 

[0005]When carrying out facsimile transmission from client PC etc. as mentioned above, Since 
a section code did not need to be inputted, said facsimile server was used from external client 
PC, client PC of the section to which use of the facsimile server is not permitted, etc., it is 
possible to carry out facsimile transmission and the preventive measure of such use was 
worked on, 

[0006]ln light of the above-mentioned problems, this invention the purpose of this invention, In 
the facsimile server which is connected to computer communication networks, such as LAN, 
receives an E-mail from client PC etc., and carries out facsimile transmission of this, it is 
providing the facsimile server which can manage use of this facsimile transmission. 
[0007] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]to achieve the above objects, claim 1 written this Invention is 
characterized by it having been alike and comprising the following. 
A means to receive an E-mail. 

A means to extract transmission instructions from a received E-mail to a facsimile, 
A means to perform facsimile transmission to said address, and to specify said section code 
and to perform transmission record when an address and a registered section code are 
contained in said transmission Instructions. 

[0008]ln the facsimile server according to claim 1, when a registered section code is not 
contained In said transmission instructions of a received E-mail, the facsimile server according 
to claim 2 refuses transmission, and it is characterized by having a means to reply an E-mail of 
a purport that transmission Is refused. 

[0009]The facsimile server according to claim 3 is [ this invention ] characterized by that the 
facsimile server according to claim 1 comprises the following. 

A means to be a case where a registered section code is not contained in said transmission 
instructions, to perform facsimile transmission, and to specify a section code by a default and 
to perform transmission record when numerals which show said E-mail dispatch-origin 
correspond to registered numerals. 

A means to reply an E-mail of a purport that refuse transmission and transmission is refused 
when numerals which show said dispatch origin do not correspond to registered numerals, 

[0010] 

[Embodiment of the lnvention]Hereafter, the facsimile server concerning this embodiment is 
explained based on a drawing. The concrete example of composition of this facsimile server 1 
is shown In drawing 1 . Said facsimile server 1, It has CPU(central processing unit) 2, RAM 
(random access memory) 3, ROM(read-only memory) 4, the codec 5, the modem 6, NCU 
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(network control unit) 7, the reading section 8, the Records Department 9, the final controlling 
element 10, and LANI/F11. Each devices 2 thru/or 11 are connected by bus 12 so that 
communication is possible. 

[001 IJSaid CPU2 controls each device which constitutes this facsimile server 1 according to a 
predetermined program. 

[0012]Said RAMS functions as storage parts stores, such as various data accumulated 
temporarily, as a storage parts store for memorizing drawing data, a telephone number, a mail 
address, etc. beforehand. 

[0013]Said R0M4 has memorized various programs for operation of each part of this facsimile 
server 1 to be controlled by said CPU2. 

[0014]Said codecs 5 are coding (encoding) and a thing to decode (decoding) corresponding to 
two or more protocols. That is, it codes with MH, MR, an MMR system, etc, for transmission of 
the drawing data read by said reading section 8, and the received drawing data is decoded. It 
can respond also to the TIFF (Tagged Image File Format) form which is the graphics format 
which is used by computer, and which is generally used, and can also code and decode. The 
specification of TIFF is exhibited by U.S. Adobe System and can store simultaneously several 
drawing data in which resolution differs from a color number by data's being expressed by the 
data block in a file using a tag, and using a tag as a name. 

[0015]Said modem 6 performs the abnormal conditions and recovery of transmitted and 
received data which followed the advice V.34 standard of ITU-T, or the same thing as this, for 
example. 

[0016]Said NCU7 controls a telephone line, is a line network control device which is 
telephoned or with which a telephone is cut, and is connected to PSTN(Public Switched 
Telephone Networks) 15. 

[0017]Said reading section 8 reads the image data of a manuscript, and outputs the drawing 
data changed into monochrome binary. 

[0018]Said Records Department 9 consists of a thing of an electrophotographying system, for 

example, and records the received drawing data in the record paper. For example, the printout 

of drawing data and the drawing data which carried out facsimile reception of the manuscript 

read by said reading section 8 is carried out with directions of said CPU2. 

[0019]The display 10a on which said final controlling element 10 displays the information about 

the state of this facsimile server 1 , for example. It has the start key lOd for performing the start 

of the abbreviated key 10c for sending from the ten key 10b for inputting a telephone number, 

a section code, etc., and an abbreviated number, and the read operation of a manuscript, etc., 

etc., and various operations are performed by this final controlling element 10. 

[0020]Said LANI/F11 is provided with the interface of LAN(Local Area Network) 13. and has 

connected this LAN 13 and facsimile server 1 so that communication is possible. 
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[0021 ]The facsimile server 1 which has the above-mentioned hardware constitutions is 
installed in network environment A shown In drawing 2 . That is. through LAN13, it is connected 
with mail server 14 and client PCI 5 so that communication is possible, and said facsimile 
server 1 is connected to the state in which G3FAX17 and facsimile transmission and reception 
are possible through PSTN(Public Switched Telephone Networks) 16. Two sets belong to the 
section B by which "section codeiOOOl" was specified, and said client PCI 5 belongs to the 
section C by which "section code:0002" was specified for three sets. 
[0022]Said facsimile server 1 has facsimile communication functions, such as a general G3 
system, and also. It has the function to have a function which transmits and receives an E-mail 
and to transmit the attached file of the graphics file format of an E-mail which received to 
G3FAX17 grade by facsimile transmission according to directions of the text of this E-mail, etc. 

[0023]ln order to make the attached file of an E-mail which received in this way transmit to 
G3FAX17 grade according to directions of the text etc., an E-mail is created first, but. The text 
18 of the E-mail which shows drawing 3 the E-mail, and the attached file 19 which the contents 
which should be transmitted were created, for example by the file of TIFF form, and was 
attached to said text 18, It consists of the mail header 20 automatically created by a mailer 
(client software for E-mail transmission and reception). 

[0024]The transfer command 21a indicated to be "ex.forward" for example, the command 
"transmit said attached file 19 outside by address 21b heifer KUSHIMIRI transmission" was 
shown in said text 18 is inputted, FAX number (address) 21b indicated to be "075-***-OOOO" 
just after that is inputted, and the section code 21c of said section A indicated to be "0001" to 
the descending is inputted further. The facsimile server 1 is extracted from the text 18 of the 
received E-mail as the transmission instructions 21 to a facsimile including said transfer 
command 21a "ex.fonA/ard", said address 21b just after that, and said section code 22 of the 
descending. 

[0025]The mail address of said facsimile server 1 is specified as said mail header 20, The mail 
address of client PC15 concerned which is a sending agency is automatically displayed 
following "from", and the mail address of the facsimile server 1 which is a transmission 
destination of an E-mail is displayed following "to." 

[0026]Hereafter, the facsimile server 1 explains the operation at the time of receiving the 
above-mentioned E-mail based on the flow chart shown in drawing 4 from said client PCI 5. 
This operation is performed according to the command which CPU2 publishes based on the 
control program etc. which are memorized by ROM4. The registered section code, mail 
address, and domain name which are mentioned later are beforehand registered into the 
facsimile server 1 by an operator. 

[0027]First, if the above-mentioned E-mail is transmitted from said client PC15, it will be 
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received by the facsimile server 1 via said mail server 14 (S1). 

[0028]The facsimile server's 1 reception of said E-mail will check whether said text 18 has said 
transfer command 21a (S2). If there is said transfer command 21a, this transfer command 21a, 
the portion just after that, and its descending will be extracted as said transmission instructions 
21 , and then setting out of the section code management function in the facsimile server 1 will 
be checked (S3). The setting out of this section code management function can set up the use 
management for every section code effectively or invalid, and a user can set it up in said final 
controlling element 10 grade freely, and when effective, it shifts to the following step 4, and 
when invalid, it shifts to Step 11 mentioned later. 

[0029]When said section code management function is effective, it is checked whether the 
address 21b and said section code 22c are contained in said extracted transmission 
instructions 21 (S4). When these are contained, in said codec 5, decode said attached file 19 
which received, and also code by MR sign format, and facsimile transmission is performed to 
said G3FAX17, and said section code 21c is specified and transmission record is performed 
(85). Said transmission record performed by specifying this section code 21c is performed by 
updating the contents of the department administration list file memorized by said RAMS 
shown in drawing 5 , for example. Here, since said section B client PCI 5 used the facsimile 
server 1 , the communication fee column 23b of the column 23a and the communication 
number-of-sheets column 23c of the section code "0001" are updated. 
[0030]On the other hand, in Step 4 (S4), when the registered section code 21c is not 
contained, setting out of the authentication function by the mail address or domain name which 
is numerals which show a sending agency is checked (S6). The authentication function by this 
mail address or domain name, It Is what will transmit by facsimile transmission if it is judged 
from the mail address or domain name of client PCI 5 displayed following "from" of said mail 
header 20 that the client PCI 5 is a thing of the valid user of the facsimile server 1 , A user can 
set up in said final controlling element 10 grade effectively or invalid freely like the above- 
mentioned section code management function. 

[0031]When it requires the authentication function by said mail address or a domain name as it 
is effective, . The check of whether the mail address or domain name currently displayed 
following "from" of said mail header 20 corresponds to what was registered beforehand should 
do (S7). When these correspond to what was registered beforehand, Transmit said attached 
file by facsimile transmission, and The section code of a default, for example, - specifying 
"0000" and performing transmission record (S8) - oh (S9) which transmission is refused and 
replies an E-mail to that effect to said client PCI 5 when it does not correspond to what was ** 
registered. 

[0032]ln the above-mentioned step 2 (S2), when said transfer command 21a cannot be found, 
it judges [ that it should process other than facsimile transfer, and ], and other processings,

such as E-mail transmission, are performed to the printout in said Records Department 9, and 
other terminals (S10). 

[0033]ln the above-mentioned step 3 (S3), when setting out of said section code management 
function is invalid, regardless of the existence of the section code 21c of said text 18, the 
facsimile server 1 transmits all the attached files of an E-mail that received by facsimile 
transmission (S11). 

[0034]ln the above-mentioned step 6 (S6), when the authentication function by the mail 
address or a domain name is invalid, transmission is refused and an E-mail to that effect is 
replied to said client PCI 5 (S9). 
[0035] 

[Effect of the lnvention]A means by which the facsimile server according to claim 1 receives an 
E-mail, A means to extract the transmission instructions from the received E-mail to a 
facsimile, Since facsimile transmission is performed to said address and it has a means to 
specify said section code and to perform transmission record when an address and a 
registered section code are contained in said transmission instructions, When carrying out 
transmission instructions by facsimile transmission from client PC etc., section code 
management can be performed. 

[0036]ln the facsimile server according to claim 1 the facsimile server according to claim 2, 
Since transmission is refused and it has a means to reply the E-mail of the purport that 
transmission is refused when the registered section code is not contained in said transmission 
instructions of the received E-mail, It can prevent carrying out facsimile transmission via this 
facsimile server from client PCs, such as an outsider, etc. a just user does not put in a section 
code - since it is refused even if, or it forgets to put in and is going to use it, it can leak to no 
just users and section code management can be performed. 

[0037]ln the facsimile server according to claim 1 the facsimile server according to claim 3, 
When the numerals which are the cases where the registered section code is not contained in 
said transmission instructions, and show said E-mail dispatch-origin correspond to registered 
numerals, When facsimile transmission is performed and a means to specify a section code by 
a default and to perform transmission record, and the numerals which show said dispatch 
origin do not correspond to registered numerals. Since transmission is refused and it has a 
means to reply the E-mail of the purport that transmission is refused, it has the same effect as 
the invention according to claim 2, and it is lost by the failure to put in and input mistake in a 
section code that a just user's facsimile transmission is refused.
